Russian miltary prestige has heen
very greatly 'mpalred by the war with
Japan and there s reason to expect that
it will suffer further. The tendenocy nf
this In to encommge that opposition at
home which is an Increaging dangsr to
the government and murt be giving the
keengst concern and anxlety to the czar
and his ndvisers.

Those who advocate giving up Ameri-
ean control of the Phllippines appear to
enitirely lose slght of the lmportance of
the |slands to otir Oriental trade and es-
pecially to the malnteannce of the open
door, “Our footbold in the Philippines”
sald  President Roosevelt, “greatly
strengthons onr position In the competi-
tion for the trade of the east.” This
shotld be perfectly olbvious to every-
body. It Is unguestionable that wines
the Unitel Btates topk possession of the
nrehipelago Amerledn influcnce fn that
quarter of the world has been greatly
enhoneed. Defore that this country had
no such recognition am it has since re-
eelved.

It Is not unreascmable to assime that
hed the United Etates not beon In can-
trol of the Phllippines at the tipue of the
Boxer outbreak in China no serlous at-
tention wounld have been given by the
Buropesn powers to our declaration of
polley regarding the Ghloese smpire, but
they would have sone forward with
whaiever plans they conld have agreed
upon, regandless of the views or wishes
of this couniry. The proximity of our
losular possessions to Chine compelled
& recognition of our Intérests thera and
it is not to be donbtad that this hnd a
very great deal to do with preserving the
Integrity of Chiuese territory. It 8 also
mont probabls that Amerioan ipsistence
upon the open door princlple was very
greatly strengthened by our huving a
territorial  fonthold In the far eant
Without such  foothold perhaps we
shionld bhave besn unuble to mike our
last commeivial treaty with Obina, to
which Russin made earnest oppoglition,
for the reason that It opens ports to the
commerce of the world which Russin ex-
pected fo control in the futerest of her
own tmde.

A NATIONAL UNIVERRITY.

The Mea of a natlonnl universily at
the capital vity of the country, which
has beon long discussed and reccived the
favor of many promingent eduentors and
others, In sald 1o have a prospect of be
ing in n manner realized. with Columblan
unlversity at Wushington as the nu-
fleus. A movement was started, or
rather renewed, n conple of years ago for
furthering the national unlversity proky
Jeet and I appears that thowe who were
identified with It have been giving some
wltention to the matter since, with the
rexttlt that the plan promises to take
practienl form.

While there are many edneators who
are Mmvorable to a pational university
of the scope and chnraeter suggested by
the first president, with whom the idea
orlginated, there are others who doubt
whether such an institution would be
of great value, chiefly for the reason
that It might fall under political or sec-
tarinn Inflnence. ‘There is certainly force
In thie view, yot it dots pot seem alto-
gethor lmpracticable to so otganlise a na-
tional nuiversity ns to pretty effectunily
safegunrd it against such a danger. The
question ar to whetler there I8 noed of
wmich un educationnl fnstliution Is one
nx to which oplnions wmay differ.
The country & well supplied with
colleges and  universities  that are
among the best in the world and are
stoadlly Improving. Siill a distinetively
national university. conducted on sound
principles, might provs a bighly valunble
additlon fo our seats of learuing and cer-
tainly no friend of bhigher edueation will
oppors stich an institution. RBurely there
conld be no worthier memorinl to the
“fnthe= of his eountry.”

RAILROAD RATE MAKING.

A brief leiter on transportation prob.
lems writter by Paul Morton before he
became secretury of the pavy, but only
now puhbilshed In the Ontlook. o whose
adltor ¢ 1z addressed, Is taken by the
Intter to empbasize Ity demand that
somebody llke the Ioterstate Cominerce
commission ought to be Investad with
Judicla!l power to investigate and de-
termine nutborl\ntlwly what are falr
transportation rates. Whether Mr. Mor-
ton's words can be construed lnto an en-
dorsemant of the proposition for publie
control of rate making is somewhat gques.
tionabie. He says that It I8 true—"to
my own mind Indisputable”—that the
consumer pays the frelght and that It Is
the great publie that ought to be Inter-
eated In the question rather prestmably
thun the shippor or mllroad man alone,
but the nearest he eame to committing
himself on the point of rite making is
in thie qualified declaration:

Posaibly the country would be botter off
1f the rate making power was in the hands
of the Interstate Commerce commission;
but in view of the fact that rates in this
country average lower by Y per cent than
anywhera ¢lse In the worldd and In view of
the fact that the rallrond labor of the
United Statea (8 pald approximately B0 per
cent more than anywhere slse In the world,
ought we not felleltate ourselves on what
we have accomplinhed?

There l§ no doubt that we ought to
folloltnte onreelves on what we have ac-
compiished townrd cheapenlng transpor-
tation in this conntry, but at the same
tlme we might with equal propriety keep
a few other things in view—for example,
that fhe average length of hiaul om the
railronds of the United Statos |s greater
by far than anywhere eise in, the world,
that the average lond per car and aver
age load per traln s hesvier, phat the
original cost of constraetion per mile Is
smaller, that the percentage of accldeuts
and loss of life I8 larger, that the capi-
tallsation on which profits are returned
and the wvaluation on which taxes are
ovuid are separuted by a Huge gap, that a
lnrge part of the passenger traflic goes
free and some of the shippers get special
favors. In fuet, while felleitating our-
selyed on the progress we have made, we
have n right to ask If we should pot
honve made still further progress, |§d
even Ignoring that question to akk
whetlier the time has not arrived to de-
mand a rate revision by a public body
in the interest of justion to all conesrrned
mther than by peld employes of the
rullrond owneras hent only on getting all
the profita théy can out of the property
withont impalring Its continged money
earning power. The rates are ecoming
more and mora to be made by a contral
officinl for a great rallway system and
he acts only in conjunction with Uke
officials for the other great gysteme, Tao
tmnsfer this function or at lenst a re
vislanary power upon complaint to a
dely constituted public body wonld not
ba a far step, but 't wonld be a big step
in the forward directton towsyd further
progresa,

¢lub with that of severnl other Clvie
Federation leaders, whose nctivity in the
primaries afforded ample proof of the
ntter ingipcerity of the Clvie Federa-
tlons' manifesto,

The aim and obfect of the Clvle Fod
eratton of Omaha s presumed to be the
purgation of munlelpal government of
venallty and corruption; the stimniation
of Intogrity in public office, the breaking
up of corrupt combinations and the ex-
tirpation of boodlers and grafters In the
city hall and court house, Hvery move-
mont of this charncter, whether made
by ndividuals or organizations, has al
ways bad and always will have my ear
nest aympathy and cheerful support.

Without boasting and without attempt-
ing to make any odlous compnarisons 1
make bold to assert that I have de
voted more time, expended more money,
made areater sacrifices, recelved moro
fabuse and made more enemies, in Aght-
Ing publie thieves, smbeagiors, boodlers,
grafters, politieal crooks and business
crooks, swindlers and lmposters, than
all the members of the Clvie Federation
In Omagha combined. In the war waged
by me ngainst vendality, bribery and
corruption, public thievery and raseality
in and out of oMce, I have had preclops
little belp from the men who are now
fdentified with the Civie Federation.

1 noed only ecite three or four ex-
nmples, One of he mowt fagrant in-
stanees I recalled by the procesdings
in bankruptey begun last week In the
federai court by the nttorneys of Cadet
Taylor, and a decision renderad Ih the
district court in connection with ‘Tay-
lor's necident insurunce polley. Taylor
came to Omaba with an unsavory repu-
tation aequired as chief clerk of the
government printing burenu. In 1800 he
invelgled a number of friends Into form-
Ing a bank for him to manage under
the name of the Globe Loan and Trst
company whaich later on evolved fitself
into the {flobe Bavings bank. As manp-
ager, Cadet Taylor originated a number
of Ingenfons schemes of speculation and
exploitation for the pecuniary benefit of
himeelf. He secured permission from
the Board of Education to institute say-
Ings banks In the publie schools. In
June, 1804, the Globe Loan and Trust
campany went into bankruptey, witl
large Habilities, Including $30,000 of poor
people's deposits and with praetically no
afkets. The bank wrecker had con-
fidenced and swindled widows and or-
phans and ‘absorbed $12,802 of state
school money, 7his was surely an ap-
palling state of affairs, but The Bee war
alone in exposing and denouncing the
wracker and swindler. When Cadet
Taylor had become an applicant for the
position of surveyor of customs, he wag
endorsed as an upright, trostworthy man
by prominent ofeinly, Judges of the
courts and business men afliated with
the Fontapelle etub. The only remon.
stmnce agoinst this seandalous appolnt-
ment was made by mysell, but the ap
pointment was made notwithstanding,
bocause # was backed by a United
States senator. Why did not Mr. Hay-
wird and the gentlemen of the execn-
tive commlittes who were nil eitizens of
Omala, then joln In the remonstrance?
Burely such an appolntment was suf-
ficlently odlons to shock the sensibilities
of this community!

A fow years ngo, not twelve years ago,
however, Omaha was shocked by the
discovery that the eity ireasary bad
been Jooted and $115000 of ety funds
had been embezgled. It was also dis-
covered that a good many men and
some women had been benoficlaries in
iy embezalement. These people In the
eyced of the law were accessory to the
erime. Hos anybody connected with the
Clvie Federution enlled’ for thelr prose-
eutlon or offered to hire u lawyor to re-
cover any part of the money from the
beneficlaries? When the bondsmen of
the defaulter wers called Into court, the
president of the Olvie Federation was
one of the atterneys who endenvored to
bent the elty out of Hta clalm, and to
his admirable success in due the fact
that the city lost $86,000 of the $115,000
emhessied. Of course a8 a lawyer Me.
Mahoney had a right to necept this cage.
Here was sn appalling condition of af-

the city of Omaha, bhut It I8 & mnotter
of notoriety that the brunt of the battle
for the clty's rights devolved npon me
without the akl of any member of the
Civie Fedomtion, promlhent or not
prominent,

Elght yeara agv the whole state was
shocked to loarn thst the state trens-
arer bad embexxiod over SOO0000 of pub.
lie moneyn, of which about §200,000 wepy
schonl futds, The defdnlter was tried
and convieted In thin county and the
brunt of the batile to bring about the
enforcement of the law agaln devolvd
upon The Bes and  wmyself, with
very little if any ald from anyhody con-
nected wilh the Qivie Pederation. In
that momorable Latile the president of
the Clvie Federmtion was oane of the at-
torneys for the defense, and & report
whieh has recently redched me eredits

dently inbors under the delusion that the
| refusal of the distriet court o grant the
petition for hinbeas corpus Is tantamount
to & declaration that the testlimony in
sapport of the allbf 18 false, when, In
fuct, the refusal of the court to grant
the writ was simply o declarntion that
in ita judgment the extradition papers
wore regular and the testimony of ap-
pelant not sutficient (o convinee the
conrt beyond a doubt that Dennison was
in Nebruska during the perlod. I ean
oo nothing shocklog In the conduct of
poilea offieers or ex-police officers who
respondead to citatlon by subpoonn In
this case Just aa they wonld i1 any othoer
erimiaal ense.

They muy have ghown undne par-
tinlity towanl Dennison, This may be
repreliensible, but s not appailing. I bave
known several people who never wore s
utar, In faet, several people who have
beld high oMcial positions and some wha
hoid high soclal positions to contmdict
themselves, and be contradieted on the
witneas stand and exhibit partiality In
coses In'an\'irlR such a trivial offense an
the embeszlement of $000,000 of New
braskn state funds, or $115,000 of the
eity funds. :

According to Mr. Hayward, one of the
most appalling things that bag hop-
pened In Omaha was the presence of
the mayor in the court room at the trial
of a professional gambler wrnted in an-
other state to answer to n serlous chargs,
and the mayor's “sitting beslde him
throughout the session of the court, of-
fering him words of comfort and cheer."
Now, althongh I wns not awnre of this
incident until my attention was enlled
ta It by Mr. Hayward, 1 am willlng
to admit that It was decldmdiy lmproper
nnd prejodieinl td the dignity of-the po-
sitlon of the mayor, and his relution as
executive officer of the clty toward the
enforcement of law, but after all the In-
cldent can searcely be classged ss “ap-
pnlling” or caillng for a contribution of
funds to resiore good government.

Mr. Hayward's assertion that when
the eéhlef of police associntes with pro-
fegsionnl gamblere and hes such a dim
conception of his duty that he persists
in going Into print to defend a man in-
dicted in a forelgn state for a helnous
erime, the conditions ure appalling. This
Is & coudition which may or may not
exist. Chiefs of police in all large cities
frequently mingle with gamblers In o~
der to get valunble nformation regavd.
Ing the movements and operntions of
the eriminal ¢lusses that are under po-
llee survelllance, In this respect they
do not differ from reporters of the pross
who get a great deal of informution from
gumblers that ennbles them to trace and
run down mystertous erimes and erimi-
nale in hiding. So far as I know Chief
Donahuoe has never Jefended or sought
to shield Dennlgon tn print.

Amsocintion with gamblers lu, however,
one thing, but eollusion Is another. [If
the Clyle Federation has proofs that the
chilef of pollee has been n collusion with
gnmblers and bas Leen n beneficlary of
thelr fillegn! vocutlon, then It should
have lodged those proofs with the po-
lice pommission or the erlminal courts,

AMr. Hayward seems to have been
awfully shocked that one of the partios
fun the Fay diamond eplsode was an
officer In a ¢ourt of justice, that is, he
was 0 halllff in one of our district courts,
but Mr. Hayward was pot shocked nnd
saw nothing appalling when another for-
mer court balliff was alleged fo have
beon assoeiated with the parties who
pald #1060 for the vote of a delegnte
elocted nt last spring's primaries. That

breach of the law belng In the Interests
of “reform,” the shock was not guite sg
severe. Let It be understood thnt 1 do

hearing to fnstify It in presenting In-

Ir. however, Mr. Maywarnd and bis
| nswoclates In the Clivle Federatlon be-
| Heve they bave suficlent proof that
| erimes have been commitied In thie jue
diefal distrior, It Is their duty to fle
complalnts with the proseeuting attor-
ney who Is vonched for as honest and
capilie by  thelr president, T. L
Maboney, and If he refuses to act they
still hinve the further privilege of fAling
these complaints with the county judge,
who wonld he obliged to entertain them.

In concluslon, Mr, Haywaed launches
n poser at me with this question! “Whnt
{nterest have yon I trylng to frostmite
the eforts of hose who Are honestly
trying to Lring nbout a better condition
of uffairs o Omaha? One day you say
the federation 1s getting Ite money from
Motse, apd the hext day yon complain
beenuse financial ald I8 asked from tho
publie.”

I am not trying to frustrate the efforts
of any man of ot of men who are hon-
eutly engaged In any movement to bring
fibout a better state of affairs In Omahn,
but I detest shnms and frauds in poll-
tics, in charity, in reform and in anti-
viee erstsndes, I bive no patience with
people who will only see one alde of a
blaek pot, and refuse to see the other.
The latter day vice crusaders seem to
huve only ome object In wiew., They
know as well as T do that the war on
Dennison oMglunted with Molse, A demo-
cratie boodleman and former dealer in
police protection, They have made &
gront ado about the prosecntion of the
Dinmond pool reom by Dunn, although
it In mn open secret that Dunn was
employed by Molse merely to knock out
Dennison. This same man, Dunn, whom
they have lavded to the skies, filed
complaints with the pollice commisgion
Inst winter aguinst 188 saloon keepers
for violating the Bloonm law, but with-
drew them all ns soon as Molse secursd
four lNeenses that had been profested
heonuse hie anloons had violated the law.
The conlitlon belween Molse and the
anti-viee erusaders 1s the most amazing
thing. It 18 a matter of common no-
torlety that Molse was last winter
churged by the United Btates revenue
officlals with erooked whisky rectifying,
and while his ense 1a stlll pending fn the
federal court the deputy United Btates
attorney appeared before the police com-
| mission as the pald attorney for Molss,
and that Individual bas the backing of
the highest federal afMelnl in the state.

Here 18 an appalling condition of af-
falrs that ought to shock Mr. Hayward
and evorshody else fhnt knows the dif-
feretice betwoen honest and dishonest
government. It s just because of such
performances thnt I have become dis
gusted with the Civie Federation ery
sade, and do not feel Hke encouraging it
